The Kentucky Arts Council 
has awarded more than $1.8 
million in operational support 
funding to 102 non-profit arts 
and cultural organizations for 
fiscal year 2014 through the 
Kentucky Arts Partnership 
(KAP) grant. 

The KAP grant provides 
support to non-profit organiza¬ 
tions offering year-round arts 
services and programs directly 
for the benefit of the public. The 
competitive grant process funds 
applicants based on operating 
revenues, a panel review of 
applications, and funds avail¬ 
able for the program. 

KAP organizations vary in 
size and are located in rural, 
suburban and urban communi¬ 
ties. In fiscal year 2013, the arts 
council provided 104 organiza¬ 
tions with KAP funding. 

"Kentucky is unique among 
states of our size due to a wide 
geographic distribution of arts 
organizations across our coun¬ 
ties," said Lori Meadows, arts 
council executive director. "This 
shows us that the people of the 
commonwealth value the arts 
and want to participate in the 
arts because they have dedicat¬ 
ed themselves to creating a 
home for the arts to prosper in 
their own communities. We are 
glad we can continue to support 
these efforts." 

In Pendleton County, the 
Kincaid Regional Theatre Com¬ 
pany received $5,038 in grant 
money.

Community Forum addrossos

A community forum 
sponsored by the Champi¬ 
ons Coalition for a Drug 
Free Pendleton County and 
the Three Rivers District 
Health Department was 
held in the Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty High School auditorium 
on July 18, 2013. The num¬ 
ber of citizens attending the 
event was around 252. 

Pendleton County 
Judge/Executive Henry 
Bertram welcomed every¬ 
one to the forum. Judge 
Bertram also gave the 
opening prayer. Three Riv¬ 
ers District Health Depart¬ 
ment Director Georgia 
Heise introduced the 
forum’s panel: Pendleton 
County High School Coun¬ 
selor Karen Delaney, Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Captain 
Gregory Crockett, Butler 
Chief of Police Ken Hale, 
Pendleton County Attorney 
Jeff Dean, Parent and 
Recovery Advocate with 
Transitions Inc. Charlotte 
Wethington, Dr. Mike Kal¬ 
fas, M.D., NorthKey Pre¬ 
vention Specialist Sara 
White, Dr. Jeremy Engel, 
M.D., Kentucky Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Doug 
Miller, Pendleton County 
Sheriff Craig Peoples and 
Falmouth Police Chief 
Mark Posey. 

For many years pain 
killing prescription medica¬ 
tion was the major drug 
abuse problem for Pendle¬ 
ton County and Kentucky. 
Recent laws passed by our 
state legislature made these 
drugs difficult to secure and 
very expensive, sometimes 
as much as $100 per pill. 
To fill this void Mexican 
drug cartels are selling an 
inexpensive form of heroin. 
A bag of heroin can be pur¬ 
chased for $100. And if you 
buy nine bags you get one 
free. A bag of heroin will 
keep a user high for 24 
hours. This cheap and dan¬ 
gerous drug has spread 
across our nation like a 
wild fire, contaminating 
and corrupting everyone it 
touches. 

Charlotte Wethington 
told the gathering how she 
lost her son, Casey, to a 
heroin overdose. She said 


that Casey was a 
good kid, who 
attended church on 
Sundays. He was 
bright and outgoing, 

“ But addiction is an 
equal opportunity 
disease," she said, “ 

It does not discrimi¬ 
nate. “ Charlotte 
knew her son was in 
deep water, but she 
was not allowed to 
intervene. She was 
not allowed until 
Casey had over¬ 
dosed and was 
comatose and brain 
dead. At that point 
she was allowed to 
intervene by giving 
her permission to 
take him off life sup¬ 
port. “When is your 
child not your 
child?" she asked, 
“Never!" the audi¬ 
ence answered. 
“What kind of dis¬ 
ease is it where you 
must be arrested 
before you can 
receive treatment?" 
Charlotte asked, Mrs. 
Wethington told the 
forum that when 
Casey died she was 
born as an advocate 
to carry his light. 
Because of Char¬ 
lotte’s lobbying 
efforts the Kentucky 
legislature passed 
Casey’s Law, which 
authorizes parents, 
relatives and friends 
to petition the court 
to force the victim of 
addiction into treat¬ 
ment. 

Dr. Mike Kalfas 
explained the nature 
of addiction and medicated 
assisted treatment. He talk¬ 
ed about an antidote for 
heroin overdose called Nal¬ 
oxone. This medication in 
the form of a nasal spray is 
squirted up the victim’s 
nose and counteracts the 
drug, preventing death. Dr. 
Kalfas also talked about a 
medication called Subox- 
one, which helps detoxify 
opiate addicted patients. 

NorthKey Prevention 
Specialist Sara White told 
the gathering about her 
work with the Champions 
Coalition for a Drug Free 


Pendleton County and how 
the organization has 
worked to educate county 
citizens and empower them 
over all forms of drug 
addictions. 

Dr. Jeremy Engel 
addressed the forum and 
explained what has been 
done since the Northern 
Kentucky Heroin Impact 
Response Group was 
formed nearly a year ago. 
He discussed what must 
happen in the future to deal 
with the heroin epidemic in 
our area. 

Over 60 questions were 


submitted to the panelists 
by members of the audi¬ 
ence. One of those ques¬ 
tions asked, “There was a 
big drug bust recently, but 
many of those arrested are 
already back on the street. 
What happened?" Ken¬ 
tucky Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Doug Miller 
explained that dealing with 
drug addicts in the justice 
system was very much like 
chasing grasshoppers 
through a hay field. Miller 
said that the United States 
has more people

Pre-sentence Investigation 
to be completed.

Search for missing man ends in tragedy

Dozens of people joined in a 
search for missing May's Lick 
farmer Roy Allen Bishop on 
Tuesday, July 16, but the search 
ended tragically with the discov¬ 
ery of Bishop's body around 9 
p.m. 

Alex Hyrczk, chief of the 
Buffalo Trace Search and Res¬ 
cue unit, said Bishop was found 
in a field within close proximity 
to where searches had been con¬ 
ducted all day and into the eve¬ 



ning. The location of Bishop's 
body was in a wooded area and 
was sighted by a Kentucky State 
Police helicopter near 5013 
Murphysville Road. Hyrczk said 
the location was near a power 
line route. 

Hyrczk said it appeared Bish¬ 
op died peacefully. 

According to reports, Bishop 
left home as early as 7 a.m. 

Temperatures were already 
warm at that hour and rose to 
over 90 degrees by midday. 

Bishop was last seen about 
9:30 a.m., wearing blue jean bib 
overalls and a blue shirt, and 
possibly a blue hat. He was near 
the intersection of Old Sardis 
Pike and Old Murphysville 


Road, said Mason County 
Sheriff Patrick Boggs, who 
issued a Golden Alert shortly 
after noon. 

At 3 p.m., an aerial search 
began with a small plane taking 
off from Fleming Mason Air¬ 
port and concentrating a search 
in the area west of U.S. 68 and 
east of U.S. 62, south of the 
North Fork of the Licking 
River. 

Bishop was well known in 
the community. 

“He was in here (Monday) 
with his wife, Ruby; she was 
driving,” said Ron Lawrence, 
manager of May's Lick Mill.

Reimbursement scholarships 
are being provided this fall by 
the Pendleton County Fiscal 
Court and the city of Falmouth 
for non-traditional students 
who are Pendleton County res¬ 
idents enrolling in Gateway 
Community and Technical 
College.

Many of the associate degree 
programs at Gateway require 
English and history courses as 
part of the curriculum needed 
to acquire the degree. Without 
leaving Falmouth, residents 
now have the opportunity to 
earn credits that will act as a 
foundation toward their post-

secondary education. Com¬ 
menting on the opportunity the

mance thus in-creasing our citi¬ 
zens’ ability to compete eco¬ 
nomically.”

"The Secret Rescue " 
documents Lytle's ordeal

"The Secret Rescue: An 
Untold Story of American Nurses 
and Medics Behind Nazi Lines" is 
a new book written by Cate Line- 
berry and published by Little, 
Brown and Company that World 
War II and Pendleton County 
history enthusiasts will definitely 
find both informative and capti¬ 
vating.

It tells the compelling untold 
story of a group of stranded Unit¬ 
ed States Army nurses and med¬ 
ics, one of whom was from this 
area, fighting to escape Nazi- 
occupied Europe during World 
War II. 

A brief overview of the book 
reads: "When 26 Army nurses 
and medics - part of the 807th 
Medical Air Evacuation Transport 
Squadron - boarded a cargo plane 
for transport in November 1943, 
they never anticipated the crash 
landing in Nazi-occupied Albania 
that would lead to their months- 
long struggle for survival. A 
drama that captured the attention 
of the American public, the group 
and its flight crew dodged bullets 
and battled blinding winter 
storms as they climbed moun¬ 
tains and fought to survive, aided 
by courageous villagers who 
risked death at Nazi hands to help 
them.

Summertime brings out sales peo¬ 
ple who knock on your door offering 
alarm systems, magazines, and more. 
While some of these salespersons are 
legitimate, others are dishonest in their 
sales techniques. 

For instance, local consumers are 
calling the BBB complaining about an 
out-of-state alarm company showing 
up at their homes selling items, using 
high-pressure sales tactics. Some exam¬ 
ples of high pressure sales tactics 
include hostile and persuasive rebuttals 
to consumer concerns, deep discounts 
offered upon immediate payment, and 
refusal to take “no” for an answer. 

Other homeowners may get a 
knock on their door from someone 
using an emotional appeal to sell maga¬ 
zines. Some act like college students 
who are trying to raise money to apply 
for a scholarship, and others pretend to 
sell magazines to send overseas to the 
military. 

BBB offers these tips for consumers 
to consider when someone knocks on 
the door: 

• Be safe. Ask for identification 
before you open the door. Never invite 
the solicitor into your home. 

• High-pressure sales tactics. Be 


wary of high-pressure sales tactics. A 
trustworthy company should let you 
take time to think about the purchase 
and compare prices before buying or 
putting down a deposit. Some unscru¬ 
pulous door-to-door sellers will put 
pressure on you to close the deal at that 
moment, and even make special offers 
to entice you. If you find yourself in 
this position, find a way to end the 
conversation quickly. 

• Time sensitive offer. Don’t be 
pressured to take advantage of a time- 
sensitive offer. Take time to decide 
whether you’re sure you want the prod¬ 
uct. Do some comparison shopping 
first. 

• Research the company with BBB. 
Visit www.bbb.org to view the compa¬ 
ny’s BBB Business Review to find out 
more about their marketplace perfor¬ 
mance. You can download and use the 
BBB iPhone app to access the compa¬ 
ny’s report while the person is standing 
at your door, or visit m.bbb.org on 
your mobile device. 

• Get transaction details in writing. 
Be sure you receive a contract or receipt 
explaining the details of your purchase 
and all of the terms and conditions that 
apply. 


• Remember the “Three-Day Cool¬ 
ing-Off Rule.” The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission’s Three-Day Cooling-Off Rule 
gives consumers three days to cancel 
purchases of more than $25 that are 
made in their home or at a location 
that is not the seller’s permanent place 
of business. Along with a receipt, the 
salesperson should always provide a 
cancellation form that can be sent to 
the company to cancel the purchase 
within three days. By law, the company 
must give consumers a refund within 
10 days of receiving the cancellation 
notice. 

• Stand strong. Do not invite unso¬ 
licited salespeople into your home. If 
you do allow a salesperson inside and 
decide during the presentation that you 
are not interested in making a pur¬ 
chase, simply ask him or her to leave. If 
the salesperson refuses to leave, threat¬ 
en to call the police, and follow through 
if they don’t leave immediately. 

Victims of fraudulent door-to-door 
sales should report the incident to their 
local law enforcement, and contact 
their Better Business Bureau at 1-800- 
388-2222.

Ministry in a Culture of 
Disengagement 

My daughter Kate and I met my 
friend Angela Cowser in Nashville 
the other day. We went to a Chinese 
buffet and then, to extend our visit, 
walked for an hour around an out¬ 
door track. Neither Kate nor I wore 
shoes ideal for walking on a cinder- 
covered surface, but the fellowship 
was too important for us to care 
about foot-discomfort. 

Perhaps ironically, at Angela's 
initiative the topic that had launched 
the evening's discussion was the 
decline of meaningful conversation. 
By "meaningful conversation" 
Angela meant dialogue character¬ 
ized by mutual attentiveness, open¬ 
ness, and respect. She meant inter¬ 
changes that move participants 
incrementally toward a deepened 
understanding of themselves, one 
another, and the world. We dis¬ 
cussed reasons why people don't 
talk as much as they used to, and 
noted that when conversations do 


occur they often are superficial and 
distracted. 

This problem is satirized in a 
series of hilarious sketches on the 
"Weekend Update" portion of Sat¬ 
urday Night Live, in which Seth 
Meyers interviews "The Girl You 
Wish You Hadn't Started a Conver¬ 
sation with at a Party." Played by 
Cecily Strong, this young woman 
presents a veneer of knowledge 
about world events and claims to be 
thinking about important subjects, 
like Syria, or orphaned children (see 
video here). But as the conversation 
moves along she looks at her phone, 
pulls items from her purse, greets 
friends in the audience, jumps ran¬ 
domly from one snippet of current 
events to the next, and fends off 
Seth's responses through sarcasm. 

The SNL character is extreme, 
but which of us has escaped the 
social forces that curtail attention 
spans, discourage depth, and com¬ 
promise capacity to be present to a 
given person or moment? It seems 
that the problem has grown much 
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worse in the last decade, and so one 
reasonably infers that technology 
has exacerbated the effect of these 
social forces. I am not Facebook 
bashing: technology is not inher¬ 
ently the problem, but who can 
deny that it has given us new and 
omnipresent ways to indulge our 
tendency to disengage? Walk into a 
restaurant and notice how many 
people, even couples, are texting or 
checking updates on their smart 
phones while (or instead of) con¬ 
versing. 

There are other patterns of social 
disengagement besides mental 
absence from conversation, howev¬ 
er, and even those who never touch 
a smart phone may fall into them. 
At work, church, or school, disen¬ 
gagement may manifest as doing the 
bare minimum, focusing on what's 
in it for me rather than on shared 
vision and mission, and blaming 
and complaining at toxic levels. In 
the civic realm, disengagement 
manifests as failing to participate in 
the political process by voting, and 
caricaturing, judging, or actively 
sabotaging those with whom one 
disagrees rather than trying to 
understand their point of view and 
work for the common good. In per¬ 
sonal lives, patterns include being 
apathetic, numbing oneself through 
all manner of addiction, living with 
low expectations, and being non¬ 
committal in relationships. 

Brene Brown, a social analyst, 
says that such patterns of behavior 
are driven by our fear of being vul¬ 
nerable to critique and shame. She 
claims that disengagement is an 
armoring of the self done for protec¬ 
tion. 

If Brown is even partially cor¬ 
rect, then surely the need for the 
Gospel of freedom from bondage is 
as acute and widespread as it has 
ever been. But how can we possibly 
minister in a world characterized by 
such disengagement? If people's 
attention and interest are so com¬ 
promised, how can we draw them 
into conversation about God's will 
for human lives? If all are focused 
on protecting their interests and 
meeting their own needs, how can 
we share the message that it is in 


serving God and God's people 
through Christ that we find our 
heart's desire? Finally, how can we 
guard ourselves against this tenden¬ 
cy we lament in others-this procliv¬ 
ity to fear rejection, resign ourselves 
to failure, and withdraw? 

I have no quick fixes for these 
quandaries. Here I want only to 
share one idea borrowed from a 
recent book on pedagogy. In Grati¬ 
tude in Education: A Radical View, 
education expert Kerry Howells 
explores how, by consciously prac¬ 
ticing gratitude, teachers can insti¬ 
gate a cycle of giving and receiving 
that counters disengagement. For 
Howells, practicing gratitude is not 
the same as counting blessings (an 
act that can be self-focused). Grati¬ 
tude practices have as their outcome 
an effect on the quality of one's 
personal presence and on social 
exchange. Such practices include 
not only saying thank you, but also 
focusing our minds on people's 
strengths and contributions rather 
than on what annoys us about them, 
consciously opening ourselves to 
change as a result of valid critiques 
we receive, approaching a meeting 
with an attitude of thanks for what¬ 
ever will transpire, and many others. 
Adopting one or two such practices 
consistently can make a difference, 
Howells contends (one of her chap¬ 
ters has the title "Little Practice, Big 
Effects"). She insists that gratitude is 
not simply a technique, however: it 
is a different way of being. Grati¬ 
tude first alters the teacher, and 
changes flow out from there. 

How might our embodiment 
and proclamation of the Gospel be 
transformed if we strived to practice 
gratitude both in season and out? 
Could this be one small but signifi¬ 
cant way to resist the forces that 
bind us and prevent our deep 
engagement with God and one 
another?

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History of Pendleton County by Emma McClanahan Thompson 


This history of Pendleton 
County was written by Emma 
McClanahan Thompson in 1934 
and was printed in several edi¬ 
tions of The Falmouth Outlook 
beginning July 3, 1988. 

Part II: Agriculture 
Pendleton County is situated in 
the Outer Blue Grass Region. In 
the beginning when it was in its 
virgin state, the hills were covered 
with great forests of the famous 
hardwood timber that later on 
the industries of the cities 
demanded and the Licking River 
carried downstream to the facto¬ 
ries of the commercial world. 
When the settlers first came, the 
land had to be cleared of these 
forests which consisted of oak, 
maple, poplar, walnut, hickory, 
black locust and beech trees. 
Thousands and thousands of feet 
of hardwood timber were rolled 
into the hollows and fired. Later 
the demand for this type of tim¬ 
ber led the people to raft it down 
the river at high tide in the spring 
of the year to various mills along 
the river, located at Lalmouth, 
Butler, Covington and Cincinna¬ 
ti. There is only a small percent of 
the original forest left standing. 
An intensive cultivation of the 
soil with the production of tobac¬ 
co, wheat, corn, oats and other 
cereals followed. The early farm¬ 
ers of Pendleton County engaged 
in the annual cultivation of these 
crops with little thought to the 
continual losses in soil and fertil¬ 
ity produced by the removal of 


After months of cold winds and 
being bundled under coats and 
gloves the heat of summer is a wel¬ 
come change. Peeling down a few 
layers of clothes and soaking up the 
sun feels great. But then come 
those days when just looking out¬ 
side makes a person feel miserable 
and even the shadiest of shades 
seems not to bring enough relieve 
from the humidity and the summer 
heat becomes a heat wave. 

The hottest day of the last 12 
months in the Tri State Area was 
on July 17 when the high tempera¬ 
ture reached 97 degrees. That was 
until the week of July 17 when the 
heat index threatened to rise to 102 
degrees. A heat advisory was put 
into effect for all of Greater Cincin¬ 
nati and Northern Kentucky. 

The East Coast sweated through 
its first official heat wave of the 
summer over the weekend follow¬ 
ing July 4th with temperatures in 
the 90s. In the Southwest tempera¬ 
tures have been soaring well into 
the 110s and 120s recently with 
records being set in Salt Lake City 
at 112 degrees, the hottest day on 
record, while San Antonio set a 
new June record at 108 degrees. 

What exactly classifies as a heat 
wave? A heat wave is a prolonged 
period of excessively hot weather, 
which may be accompanied by 
high humidity. Severe heat waves 
have caused catastrophic crop fail¬ 
ures, thousands of deaths from 
hyperthermia, and widespread 
power outages due to increased use 
of air conditioning. 

Heat waves form when high 
pressure aloft (from 10,000—23,000 
feet (3,000-7,600 metres)) 
strengthens and remains over a 
region for several days up to several 
weeks. This is common in summer 
(in both Northern and Southern 
Hemispheres) as the jet stream 'fol¬ 
lows the sun'. On the equator side 
of the jet stream, in the middle lay¬ 
ers of the atmosphere, is the high 
pressure area. 

Summertime weather patterns 
are generally slower to change than 
in winter. As a result, this mid-level 
high pressure also moves slowly. 
Under high pressure, the air sub¬ 
sides (sinks) toward the surface. 
This sinking air acts as a dome cap¬ 
ping the atmosphere. The Heat 
Index is a measure of how hot it 
feels when relative humidity is fac¬ 
tored with the actual air tempera¬ 
ture. 

Abnormally hot temperatures not 
only take their tolls on people but 
cause electricity demand to increase 
during the peak summertime hours 
of 4 to 7 p.m. when air condition¬ 
ers are straining to overcome the 
heat. If a hot spell extends to three 
days or more, however, nighttime 
temperatures do not cool down, 
and the thermal mass in homes and 
buildings retains the heat from pre¬ 
vious days. This heat build-up 
causes air conditioners to turn on 
earlier and to stay on later in the 
day. As a result, available electricity 
supplies are challenged during a 
higher, wider, peak electricity con¬ 
sumption period. 

There are other dangers as well. 
If a heat wave occurs during a 
drought, which dries out vegeta¬ 
tion, it can contribute to bushfires 
and wildfires. Heat waves can and 
do cause roads and highways to 
buckle, water lines to burst, power 
transformers to detonate, causing 
fires. 

On a hot day, an airplane 
requires more runway to takeoff 
because the air is less dense at 
higher temperatures. A plane may 
need as much as 2,500 feet more 
runway on a 100-degree day com¬ 
pared to a 60-degree day. 

Few folks have to concern 
themselves with flying a plane in a 


the crops and letting the land 
remain bare to be washed away 
and lodged in the rivers below. 
Little thought was given to pres¬ 
ervation of the soil since rich soil 
could be had by clearing up more 
land. 

The hills were being cleared 
every winter on which to grow 
tobacco, a crop which required 
clean cultivation. When the 
tobacco was cut and hauled to the 
barns, the ground was left with 
no cover crop to protect it from 
the rains which carried the sur¬ 
face soil on to the creeks. This 
wasting of the soil was one of the 
most hopeless and extravagant 
forms of agricultural destruction 
in the state of Kentucky. 

Some of the older settled sec¬ 
tions of Pendleton County 
became so devoid of soil, filled 
with deep gullies, and barren of 
practically everything but the 
limestone of nature that the plac¬ 
es were abandoned. The land 
became non-productive and was 
so depleted in fertility by erosion 
that great gullies were formed 
bare of vegetation of any kind 
with the exception of thorns and 
wild briars. 

This constant erosion of the 
land filled the creek beds and 
formed new lands and changed 
the course of the small streams. 
So the farmers of Pendleton 
County were forced to face a 
period of important reconstruc¬ 
tion that meant reclaiming and 
cultivating hundreds of farms and 


heat wave but everyone wants to 
survive the heat intact. Hyperther¬ 
mia, also known as heat stroke, 
becomes commonplace during 
periods of sustained high tempera¬ 
ture and humidity. Sweating is 
absent from 84%-100% of those 
affected. Older adults, very young 
children, and those who are sick or 
overweight are at a higher risk for 
heat-related illness. The chronically 
ill and elderly are often taking pre¬ 
scription medications (e.g., diuret¬ 
ics, anticholinergics, antipsychot- 
ics, and antihypertensives) that 
interfere with the body's ability to 
dissipate heat. 

Heat exhaustion is considered 
by experts to be the forerunner of 
heat stroke (hyperthermia). It may 
even resemble Heat stroke, with the 
difference being that the neurologic 
function remains intact. Heat 
exhaustion is marked by excessive 
dehydration and electrolyte deple¬ 
tion. Symptoms may include head¬ 
ache, nausea, and vomiting, dizzi¬ 
ness, tachycardia, malaise, and 
myalgia. Definitive therapy 
includes removing patients from 
the heat and replenishing their flu¬ 
ids. 

Heat waves are the most lethal 
e of weather phenomenon, over- 
Between 1992 and 2001, deaths 
from excessive heat in the United 
States numbered 2,190, compared 
with 880 deaths from floods and 
150 from hurricanes. The average 
annual number of fatalities directly 
attributed to heat in the United 
States is about 400. The 1995 Chi¬ 
cago heat wave, one of the worst in 
US history, led to approximately 
600 heat-related deaths over a peri¬ 
od of five days. In the United 
States, the loss of human life in hot 
spells in summer exceeds that 
caused by all other weather events 
combined, including lightning, 
rain, floods, hurricanes, and torna¬ 
does. According to the Agency for 
Health care Research ana Quality, 
about 6,200 Americans are hospi¬ 
talized each summer due to exces¬ 
sive heat, and those at highest risk 
are poor, uninsured or elderly. 

During the summer of 1983 
temperatures over 100 °F (38 °C) 
were common across Iowa, Mis¬ 
souri, Illinois, Michigan, Wiscon¬ 
sin, Indiana, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and certain parts of Ken¬ 
tucky; the summer of 1983 remains 
one of the hottest summers ever 
recorded in many of the states 
affected. Intense heat spells in com¬ 
bination with the drought of 1988, 
reminiscent of the dust bowl years 
caused deadly results across the 
United States. Some 5,000 to 
10,000 people perished because of 
constant heat across the United 
States although-according to many 
estimates-total death reports run as 
high as next to 17,000 deaths. 

With the dog days of summer 
in full swing there are some expert- 
recommended foods to cool your¬ 
self down as the afternoons heat up. 
Salads made with lettuce, which is 
95 percent water, topped with 
cucumbers, which are 96 percent 
water, are ideal summer meals. Top 
off that salad with some sweet, cold 
watermelon for dessert, at 90 per¬ 
cent water, and vitamins C and A 
and the antioxidant lycopene- 
which helps in protecting your skin 
from the sun, and you have a 
healthy, hydrating meal. Or if 
you've craving a hardier feast, try 
dishes made with your favorite hot 
peppers.

bringing them back to their origi¬ 
nal state. 

To overcome this erosion of 
the hills terraces were made to 
take care of excess waters which 
rushed down them. The courses 
of the streams were also changed 
during the process of reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

Pendleton County is known 
as the county which "Came 
Back." The intensive cultivation 
of tobacco with no care of the 
land afterwards so exhausted the 
soils that hundreds of people 
moved away. One of the first and 
most notable attempts at saving 
the surface soil was made by a 
colony of Germans located in 
Pendleton and Campbell coun¬ 
ties, who purchased some of the 
abandoned lands in the counties. 
The hills terraced and stone walls 
were build in different places. 
The gullies were filled and the 
fields were planted in orchards, 
vineyards, and other cultivated 
crops. To these sturdy Germans, 
Pendleton County should give 
the credit for the wonderful 
orchards which formerly were 
found on every farm. No soil was 
left unprotected. If it escaped 
from the hills it lodged at the 
stone walls at the base before 
reaching the streams. 

When the yellow hills were 
showing the effects of neglect and 
abandonment and many old citi¬ 
zens were wondering about the 
future of Pendleton County and 
some of its tributary territory, a 
new weed of supposed noxious 
nature was introduced into the 
agricultural districts of the old 
hills. It was known as Sweet Clo¬ 
ver. It was looked upon as anoth¬ 
er foe of the farmer but the hated 
plant, Sweet Clover, asserted its 
power as a soil builder, bee food, 
and a valuable assistant in pre¬ 


venting the wasting of fertility by 
erosion. 

Lands that have been aban¬ 
doned and thought to be of no 
value have been restored to fertil¬ 
ity within a few years and are now 
producing profitably. When it 
was discovered that by sowing 
Sweet Clover on the old washed 
hill lands they could be restored 
to fertility, gullies leveled up, and 
a good profit made each year on 
hay, pasture, and seed crop dur¬ 
ing the period of restoration, then 
these lands were much sought 
after and prices increased rapidly. 

Along the river bottoms are 
many thousands of acres noted 
for their exceeding fertility and 
productiveness of their soils. 
They are said to comprise from 
one fourth to one third the entire 
area of the county. Elsewhere the 
surface is undulating and hilly 
and the soil is based upon lime¬ 
stone, yielding excellent crops of 
tobacco and grains. The soil is a 
black loam and is very fertile, 
being well adapted to the cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco, wheat, corn, 
oats, grasses and other crops and 
to the fruit trees and berries com¬ 
mon to the climate. 

With the sowing of Sweet 
Clover produces more honey 
than any other plant growing in 
this county. The honey is very 
clear and white and of excellent 
flavor and is considered to be the 
best obtainable. Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty produces more than twice as 
much honey as any other county 
in the state. In 1910 there were 
3,108 colonies of bees in Pendle¬ 
ton at an estimated value of $10, 
469.00 In 1927 there were 
20,000 colonies of bees and an 
annual shipment of honey esti¬ 
mated at 2,000,000 pounds. In 
one plant more than 4,000 
queens were bred and shipped to 


all parts of the world. 

Another plant, introduced 
from the irrigated fields of the 
west, became a second life saver 
for the farmers of Pendleton 
County-alfalfa. The importance 
of these two crops is in the fact 
that the old fields have been 
redeemed and converted to fertile 
lands again by planting sweet 
clover and alfalfa seeds and stop¬ 
ping the waste places. It has 
resulted in holding the soil and 
retaining its moisture and fertili¬ 
ty- 

A new era dawned on the hills 
of Pendleton when modern agri¬ 
culturists decided to change con¬ 
ditions and convert the county 
into a veritable land of "milk and 
honey." Not only has the bee 
industry prospered since the 
introduction of sweet clover bu 
the industry of dairying has been 
developed extensively. These two 
crops have proven their worth in 
pasture lands and have increased 
the number of dairy cows, sheep, 
horses, and hogs. 

In 1870 there were 82,724 
acres of improved land estimated 
at about $2,602,376.00 In 1910 
the value of the land had increased 
$6,284,454.00 with 178,560 
acres of improved land. 

At present farming is practi¬ 
cally the only gainful occupation 
in Pendleton County with ninety 
four present of the land given 
over to cultivation. In 1930, out 
of a total population of 10,876, 
the rural population was 7,298. 
Of this number 3,829 were 
engaged directly in farming with 
1,394 owners of farms. The num¬ 
ber of farms are decreasing 
because smaller farms are being 
bought up by large land owners. 

Two of the leading industries 
in agriculture are dairying and 
poultry raising. In 1929 there 


were 1,458,187 gallons of milk 
produced and 468,647 pounds of 
butter fat. Eggs reached a total of 
650,731 dozens. There was a 
slight decrease in the number of 
dairymen in the last two years 
owing to lowered prices of dairy 
products, however, prices are on 
the increase at the present time. 
Sheep raising is gradually coming 
to the fore in the last few years. 

Tobacco has been an out¬ 
standing crop since the beginning 
of the settlement of the county. 
In 1870, 1,651,593 pounds of 
tobacco were produced. This had 
increased in 1924 to 3,678,444 
pounds. In the last two years the 
AAA decided for less acreage 
under cultivation hoping to raise 
prices. This means, naturally, a 
decrease in pounds of tobacco 
produced. 

The grasses and legumes best 
adapted to the soil which are con¬ 
sidered the most useful and prof¬ 
itable are alfalfa, blue grass, clo¬ 
ver, timothy, lespedesa, soy beans 
and cow peas. 

Pendleton County at one time 
has been designated as the "Hills 
of Glory" which can be truly said 
since the hills and river bottoms 
are truly the land of agricultural 
independence. They produce 
good crops of corn, tobacco, clo¬ 
ver, timothy, alfalfa, and other 
crops. The meadows furnish pas¬ 
ture for cattle, sheep, hogs, and 
horses. Pendleton County "came 
back" to establish herself as one 
of the agricultural counties in the 
state, until now she ranks first in 
the production of honey, alfalfa 
hay and in the number of silos in 
use. In the production of milk 
she ranks third.

Morgan Bay completes Governor's

This summer, The Kentucky 
Center hosted over two hundred

Nine die on Ky. roadways 


Preliminary statistics indicate 
that nine people died in nine 
separate crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Monday, July 15 
through Sunday, July 21, 2013. 

One single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crash occurred in each of 
the following counties: Breathitt, 
Clark, Henderson, Jefferson, 
Perry and Warren. The victims in 
Breathitt and Jefferson and coun¬ 
ties were not wearing seat belts 
and the Jefferson County crash 
involved the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

One single fatality, motorcycle 
crash occurred in each of the fol¬ 
lowing counties: Jefferson and 
Pike. Both victims were not wear¬ 
ing helmets and the Pike County 
crash involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Breathitt County. 

Through July 21, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 347 peo¬ 
ple have lost their lives on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways during 2013. 
This is 82 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. Of the 
272 motor vehicle fatalities, 135 


victims were not wearing seat 
belts. Thirty-three of the 45 
motorcycle fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. The four ATV 
fatalities were not wearing hel¬ 
mets. One bicycle rider has been 
killed. Twenty-four pedestrians 
have been killed. One fatality 
involving an animal drawn vehi¬ 
cle has been reported. A total of 
71 fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. As of July 21, Ken¬ 
tucky has had 46 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported during 

2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting errat¬ 
ic drivers to the Kentucky State 
Police toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. Callers will remain anony¬ 
mous and should give a descrip¬ 
tion of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible. 

These statistics are still pre¬ 
liminary as KSP waits for all local 
law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that may 
have occurred in their areas.

incarcerated than any nation in 
the world, and most of those pris¬ 
oners are in jail because of drug 
offenses. Attorney Miller said that

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Respiratory protection in 
agriculture 

It is important for farmers to 
use respiratory protection to safe¬ 
guard their lungs against dusts in 
the coming weeks and months as 
they harvest crops, clean out grain 
bins, open silos, and strip tobacco 
among other seasonal farming 
activities. 

A disposable toxic dust respi¬ 
rator will filter out fine dust par¬ 
ticles that can deeply penetrate 
the lungs. It is needed for protec¬ 
tion from potentially harmful 
dusts in confinement hog or 
poultry housing, grain dust and 
mold from grain, hay or silage. 
Agricultural workers should use a 
toxic dust respirator anytime they 
will be exposed to dusty opera¬ 
tions or activities. 

Using an approved toxic dust 
respirator can prevent the respira¬ 
tory symptoms commonly associ¬ 
ated with working in confine¬ 
ment facilities or onset of the 
flu-like illness that occurs four to 
six hours after exposure to big 
amounts of moldy materials. 

An N95 is the most common 
respirator for agricultural uses. 
The N indicates that it is intend¬ 
ed for oil-free dust and that the 
filter is 95 percent efficient in 
removing irrespirable or fine dust 
that can penetrate deep into the 
lungs. An N100 type that is 99.9 
percent efficient also is available. 
Disposable toxic dust respirators 
are made of a heavier filter mate¬ 
rial and have two straps. The box 
or container will have a National 
Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health, or NIOSH, approval 
label. Most have an adjustable 
nose band to provide a good fit. 
They may be available in differ¬ 
ent sizes to accommodate most 
facial sizes and shapes. Respira¬ 
tors also may have exhalation 
valves to improve user comfort. 
You usually can buy a box of 10 
to 20 of these respirators for only 
a few dollars a piece. 

A cartridge-type, half mask 
respirator is most often used for 
pesticides or chemical exposures. 
These respirators have both a 
chemical cartridge to protect you 


from vapors and designated gases 
and a N95 or N100 mechanical 
filter for dust protection. They 
are available either as disposable 
respirators or reusable with 
replaceable cartridges. 

A P95 or PI00 dust filter is 
required for oil-based pesticides. 
The P indicates that the filter is 
oil proof or resistant to oils for 
more than eight hours of expo¬ 
sure. 

Disposable dust masks and 
cartridge respirators are consid¬ 
ered air purifiers and will not 
protect you against a potentially 
life-threatening environment 
such as toxic gases or reduced 
oxygen levels . Entry into this 
type of situation requires a respi¬ 
rator that will supply fresh air. 

A self-contained breathing 
apparatus, like a firefighter would 
wear, is used in potentially life 
threatening environments such as 
entering manure pits, air-tight 
silos or other enclosed or con¬ 
fined areas with low oxygen levels 
or other potentially dangerous 
gases or fumes. 

For everyone's protection, 
know the types of potentially 
harmful dusts and other hazards 
in the workplace; have appropri¬ 
ate respiratory protection avail¬ 
able; and be sure it is the right size 
and shape to properly fit and 
provide adequate protection. 

Using disposable nontoxic, or 
nuisance, dust masks is a good 
way to protect you from allergies 
while working in the yard or gar¬ 
den. These masks are ineffective 
for most agricultural uses. They 
only are effective for nuisance- 
type dusts that do not pose a seri¬ 
ous health hazard such as pollens 
or other irritating dusts that may 
cause upper respiratory reactions 
such as sneezing or a stuffy nose. 
These masks are made of light¬ 
weight filter material and easily 
identified by a small single strap. 
They are relatively inexpensive; a 
box of 50 may only cost around 
$ 10 .

Using social media wisely 

Social media are very much a 
part of our culture, and many 
young people and adults regularly 
use the sites to connect with their 
friends and family. When used 
appropriately, social media can be 
very positive. When misused, 
there can be serious consequences 
for a family. Instances of cyberbul- 
lying and sexting have increased 
with the popularity of social 
media. In some cases, thieves have 
used social media accounts to find 
their next victims. 

Some social media sites have 
member guidelines, such as Twit¬ 
ter and Facebook that require 
account holders to be at least 13 
years old. However, some young 
people falsify their ages to gain 
entry into a site. 

Here are some tips to help you 
and your children safely navigate 
social media sites. 

• Make sure you and your 
child use your real names and ages 
when activating social media 
accounts. 

• Personal information such as 
social security numbers, home 
addresses, phone numbers and 
when you’re on vacation or not 
home, should not be posted on 


social media sites as it could make 
your family a prime target for 
thieves. 

• Make sure your child person¬ 
ally knows each person listed as 
their friends or followers. Your 
friends and followers should also 
be limited to people you know. 

• Utilize social media privacy 
settings, but realize that not every¬ 
thing you say on social media is 
private. 

• Check your child’s and your 
friends’ accounts to make sure no 
one has posted any private or 
inappropriate information about 
you or your family. Ask your 
friends to remove any information 
involving you or your family that 
you feel is inappropriate or pri¬ 
vate. Remove tags from any inap¬ 
propriate photos your friends may 
post of you and your family. 

• Remind your child that what 
they say and do online can have 
real-life consequences. 

• Encourage your kids to talk 
to you if someone’s online behav¬ 
ior makes them feel uneasy or 
threatened.

Reduce grocery costs 

You have probably heard that 
the cost of food is expected to rise 
next year. You can do several 
things to reduce your current 
grocery expenses and hopefully 
prepare yourself for the expected 
price increase. 

One of the easiest things to 
do is to plan ahead. That includes 
making a meal plan for the week 
and making a shopping list based 
on the ingredients you need to 
fulfill your plan. Check weekly 
store sale ads and product cou¬ 
pons in the newspaper and online 
to find the best prices for the 
items you need. However, don’t 
buy something you don’t have 
plans for just because it’s on sale. 
Make sure sale items ring up with 
the correct price at checkout. 

Avoid shopping hungry, in a 
hurry or with your kids, as all can 
increase impulse spending. 

Wisely choose your shopping 
destination. For many rural con¬ 
sumers, convenience stores are 
the most accessible places to 
shop; however, they typically are 
one of the most expensive. You 
might find it is more cost-effec¬ 
tive to go to a larger store in a 
nearby community once month 


to stock-up on commonly used 
non-perishable items. 

Instead of increasing prices, 
some companies are reducing 
their packaging sizes. This can 
increase your spending, as you 
will need to replace these items 
more often. When at the grocery 
store, check the item’s price per 
unit found on the shelf tag. The 
price per unit allows you to easily 
compare the costs of the product 
based on size. The price may be 
cheaper in a different size or 
brand. If your grocery store does 
not display a product’s price per 
unit, you can easily calculate it by 
taking the cost of the product 
and dividing it by its packaging 
size. Bringing a small calculator 
may be helpful. 

Review your grocery purchas¬ 
es at least monthly to determine 
total monthly grocery expenses 
and individual product prices. 
You may be able to further reduce 
spending by eliminating things 
that aren’t necessities. Cheaper 
alternatives may be available for 
some of the more costly items.

Comer hails historical hemp vote: More to do 
to restore hemp production to Kentucky 


Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer today cheered 
House passage of legislation to 
allow university research on 
industrial hemp. The measure 
was an amendment to the farm 
bill that passed in the U.S. 
House of Representatives. 

“Without a doubt, this was 
an historic day for industrial 
hemp in America,” Comer said. 
“There’s a long way to go in the 
legislative process. And I won’t 
be satisfied until Kentucky 
farmers can legally grow indus¬ 
trial hemp again. But I am 
pleased that we have made it 


this far.” 

“We’re excited that the hemp 
amendment was included in the 
farm bill that was passed today,” 
said Eric Steenstra, president of 
Vote Hemp. “This moves us 
one step closer to our goal.” 

The amendment would 
allow colleges and universities 
to grow hemp for research pur¬ 
poses in states where hemp pro¬ 
duction is allowed by state law. 

U.S. Rep. Thomas Massie of 
Vanceburg was one of three co¬ 
sponsors of the amendment and 
has filed a bill that would 
remove hemp from the federal 


definition of marijuana. Massie 
joined Comer, Rep. John Yar- 
muth, and Sen. Rand Paul to 
testify before the state Senate 
Agriculture Committee in sup¬ 
port of a bill sponsored by state 
Sen. Paul Hornback to create an 
administrative framework for 
industrial hemp production in 
Kentucky. State Sen. Robin 
Webb also spoke out in favor of 
the bill, and state House Major¬ 
ity Floor Leader Rocky Adkins 
mounted a last-ditch effort that 
led to passage of the bill. 

U.S. Sen. Mitch McConnell 
and Reps. Andy Barr, Brett 


Guthrie, and Ed Whitfield also 
have publicly supported restor¬ 
ing legal hemp production to 
Kentucky. 

“It wasn’t that long ago that 
people told us we wouldn’t even 
get a sponsor for the bill in the 
state Senate,” Comer said. 
“Now we have a state law for 
regulating hemp production, 
and one house of Congress has 
passed legislation to allow col¬ 
leges and universities to grow 
hemp. This has been an amaz¬ 
ing journey. And we’re not fin¬ 
ished.”
